>ary officials the Saddle and Sulkv Club will cou 
Mol details. 

The racing will tie at either Harlem. Worth or 
Hawthorne, hut at which of the three tracks is 
not yet settled. As soon as the matter is decided 
which will lie within a few days, informal ion as 
io tlie traek secured will lie made public. As 
there is no i|tiestion in regard to the- solvency of 
the proiuotors of the coming meeting it is hoped 
that owners of g.xid Isirses will deem the re- 
opening of racing at Chicago a matter of siilticieut 
imiKirtaiice to call for their active co-operation, 
iii'ii if the money ottered to he raced for is by 
no means tip to the Chicago standard of the past. 
Better things will come if the meeting proves 
a success.

Will Give Winter Meeting of One Hundred Days, 



New York, July 21. — H. D. Brown, president and 
general manager of the Maryland .State Fair, at 
Laurel, Md., today stated that it was true that an 
adjustment of differences between that association 
and the Jockey Club was under way and that he 
hoped the settlement and understanding would he 
permanent. Mr. Brown said: 

“I prefer not to be making statements to the press, 
hut it seems that every time anything has been 
done in the Jockey Club controversy, some one or 
more of the New York papers has thought it worth 
while to publish statements containing glaring er- 
rors, taking violent partisan stands ami questioning 
my motives. My position is now much stronger than 
ii has ever heen. as I will have under my control 
another race track which will insure the horsemen 
a race meeting of one hundred days for next winter. 
What, however, led me to agree to a settlement was 
that 1 did not want to do anything to the detriment 
of racing or to the injury of race horse owners. I 
have liecn solicited by a great number of horsemen 
not to put them iu ilic embarrassing jiosition of 
seeming to antagonize the Jockey Club. They stated 
that they would come to our track and race with- 
out the sanction of the Jockey Club, but asked me 
to save them from flic necessity of seeming to take 
sides. Tlie Jockey Club lias, since the beginning 
of our suit, suiit that it lias no jurisdiction to enforce 
any ruling in favor of Mr. Knapp, and Inis sought an 
adjustment of (lie differences between us: and the 
public and the press have seemed to be ‘badly 
twisted' <ni 1 he matter of the <>ne per cent, charge- 
able in favor of tlie Jockey Club, not against us. but 
against tlie horsemen, and of wliieli we were merely 
custodians, and I have reached the conclusion that 
in I lie interest of horse owners and others engaged 
in racing, I will not now press tlie controversy." 

THE NOTED SIRE DESMOND IS DEAD. 

The xvell-knoxvn thoroughbred stallion Desmond, 
the property of the Earl of Dunraven, was found 
dead in his tiox at the Fort Union Stud, A da re 
County. Limerick. July 4. Desmond, which was a 
brown horse by St. Simon out of L’Abbesse de Joit- 
arre, was bred by his owner, and foaled in 1896, 
being therefore a comparatively young horse at the 
rime of his decease. His sire, the unbeaten St. 
Simon, was twenty-seven years ot age when lie died 
iri 1908. K-AblH-s.se de Jouarre, his dam. was owned 
by I»rd liiinraven. in partnership with Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill, and won tlie Oaks in the latter's 
colors iu 1889. 

Desmond, which was a eon temporary of Flying 
Fox, was quite in the front rank as a two-year - 
old. anil won the Summer Breeders’ Foal Plate at 
Manchester, the Coventry Stakes at Ascot, and the 
July Stakes at Newmarket, but ran live times at 
three years of age without winning a race, being 
unplaced to Flying Fox in both the Two Thousand 
Guineas and the Derby. He was retired to the 
stud in 1!HK>. and his failure to retain his two-vear- 
old excellence was chietiy accountable for his fee 
being fixed at the comparatively low one of 25 
guineas, considering his exalted breediug. His 
subscription quickly filled, but his fee was not 
increased until 1905 when it was raised to 55 
sovereigns, and then suddenly jumped to 145 
sovereigns in 1907. after the success of The White 
Knight. Laud League and others had revealed his 
ability to get stock of the highest class. 

In 1908 his fee was raised to 200 sovereigns, and 
in 1910 to 250, at which it remained. Desmond 
was regarded as a national asset to Ireland, and 
liis loss is a serious one to his owner iu a mone- 
tary sense, as he had for some time been bringing 
iu a revenue of something like $50,000 per year. 

He has only sired one classic winner, this being 
Aboyeur. which was awarded first place in this 
year’s Derby on the disqualification for jostling 
of Craganour — another of Desmond's sons. He. 
however, sired many other notable winners, in- 
cluding The White Knight (winner of the Ascot 
Gold Cup twice. Ascot Gold Vase, Newbury Autumn 
Cup. Coronation Cup twice. Goodwood Cup, etc. 1 ; 
Charles O’Malley (winner of the Ascot Gold VaseK 
Sir Archibald twiuner of the Victoria Cup), Land 
League (winner of the Cambridgeshire), Maya 
(winner of the Newbury Autumn Cup), Declare 
(winner of the Ascot Stakes), the disappointing 
Lomond. Knoekfeerna. Irish Marine, etc. Five of 
the above were uoted for their stamina, but cur- 
iously enough there were uot lackiug people *0 
dclare, until Aboyeur and Craganour silenced them 
by passing the post first and s^coud in this year’s 
Derby, that he would never get a winner of that 
race, as his stock did not stay. 

Up to the present Desmond’s produce have won 
in stakes (including Stornoway’s success in tlie 
Fulbourne Stakes at Newmarket) $692,436. This 
will probably prove the son of St. Simou''s ls*st 
year as a sire, as to date his stock have won 
$90,017. an amount which compares more than 
favorably xvith the $106,735. his produce won in 
1907. iu which season he finished third in the list 
of winning stallions to St. Fmsquin and Gallinule. 
At present he heads the winning list, and in 
Stornoway and Hapsburg has two 2-year-olds above 
the average in point of class. 

Lord Dunraven. it may be mentioned, refused 
an offer of $100,000 made for Desmond in October. 
1906. Of his sons at the stud, Tlie White Knight 
is the most promisiug. It will be remembered 
negotiations were set on foot uot long ago for the 
sale of the latter to M. Kdmoud Blanc, but the 
price asked was too much. The horse was then 
owned in partnership by the Hon. W. R. Wyud- 
hain and Col. Kirkwood, bul is now the sole pro- 
perty of the first named, who is not likely to let 
him go out of the country. 

Iu addition to the offer of $100,006 made for Des 
mood seven years ago, a more recent one of $200,060 
was made to Lord Dunraven by the representative 
of a foreign government, and also refused. Tlie 
son of St. Simon was a stocky little horse, witli 
extraordinary power compared with his stature, but 
he boasted great quality. — London Sporting Life.

Growth of Breeding in Quebec. 

Montreal, Que., July 21.— The Montreal Jockey 
Club, which is making every endeavor to encourage 
the breeding of the thoroughbred in Canada, re- 
cently sent out a stake blank for a race for 
Canadian-bred 3-year-olds, which is to be decid'd 
during the year 1910. This stake has closed with 
forty-eight nominations, which is a really fine 
response and withal encouraging to those who 
framed the conditions. When the entries closed 
some of the future racers had not been foaled. 

Among the nominators will be found the names 
of rhose who have been the backbone of thorough- 
bred racing in Canada, and while Ontario has 
furnished the major portion of the list, the nomi- 
nations from the Quebec breeders are sufficiently 
numerous to show that giant strides arc being 
made in the iudustry iu these parts. The Messrs. 
Hendrie and Seagram are at the head of the list 
in regard to numhers, and they have named the 
best of their mares, most of which have been 
producers of winners. Other Ontario breeders rep 
resented are H. Giddings, of Oakville; the Brook- 
dale Stud of the Messrs. Dyment and Mrs. L. A. 
Livingston. 

Quebec is represented by nineteen nominations. 
Sir II. Montagu Allan, the president of the Mon- 
treal Jockey Chib, has put in nomination a bay 
filly, by Floral King, out of Reine de Saxe. 
Reiue de Saxe died last month, but the filly 
is alive with every promise of maturing. Chas. 
S. Campbell, who has been the most successful 
of the local bre«>ders, is represented in the list 
by two that have good blood lines behind them. 

K. T. Dawes nominated the only named foal 
at the time of the closing of the stake. This is 
a bay colt hy Oiscau. called Billy Frew. J. A. 
Denault has named two sired hy his own horse, 
Allowmaise, and N. Gravel, one by King Cobalt — 
Chibby Girl. A. E. Ogilvie has two representatives 
and Hugh Paton one. Ernest Pelissier, K. C.. 
who is a new comer, has nominated a bay colt 
by King Cobalt— Blow Out. D. Raymond has 
three representatives in the list and W. J. Sbaug- 
anessy one. 

The conditions of this race prescribe the dis- 
tance as a mile and a half and in all probabiltiy 
tlie race will be run during the autumn meeting, 
which will give the trainers every chance to pre 
pare their charges for the long route.

PREPARING FOR THE KEENE SALE. 

New Y’ork. July 21. — An unusual event will take 
place iu Madison Square Garden on the evening of 
September 2. when all the thoroughbreds lielong- 
ing to the estate of tlie late Janies R. Keene 
will be sold at public auction. It was? made 
known a week or two ago that the remainder of 
the noted Castleton Stud would be put under the 
hammer in this country, but it was only a day or 
two ago that Solomon Hanford, executor of Mr. 
Keene’s estate, decided to dis|Hise of the horses in 
the big arena here. 

With the announcement of the sale the news is 
cuntiermed that tlie Keene executor will go the 
limit in depending on the American market by bring- 
ing back the stallions Colin and Peter Pan from 
England to take their chances with sires that have 
remained in this country. Pun Chinn is in England 
now getting Colin and Peter Pan ready for shipment 
and these great race horses of the past will arrive 
in New York ahout the middle of August. 

A promising broodmare which will be included in 
the sale arrived here lust week from Lord Marcus 
Beresford’s breeding establishment in England. This 
is Wendy Lady, by Peter Pan — Biturica. the dam of 
Maskctte. She will lie shipped at once to Kingston 
Farm. Lexington. Ky., where the rest of the Keene 
horses in this country are. Wendy Lady is in foal 
to Colin. 

All the Keene yearlings were sold this year to 
James Butler, so that all remaining to lie disposed 
of to clear the breeding establishment are the 
stallions. broodmares and weanlings. There arc 
eight stallions besides Colin and Peter Pan. and 
uearl.v all have made their marks by siring winners 
of the big races. Ben Brush, 1893, by Bramble — - 
Roseville, and Voter. 1S!M, by Friar's Balsam — 
Mavourueen, have done yeoman service in the past, 
hut their two-score years is likely to count against 
them when put up for sale. Another noted old 
sire is Disguise. 1897, by Domino — Bonnie Gal. but 
after these old-timers have been disposed of the 
stock comes down to young stallions with a brilliant 
future. They are: Delhi, 1901, by Beu Brush- - 

Veva; Hippodrome. 1904, by Commando — Dominoes; 
Celt, 1905. by Commando -Maid of Erin: Fltimus, 
1900. by Commando — Running Stream, and Sweep, 
1907, by Ben Brush — Pink Domino. 

Among tlie twenty-nine broodmares which will tie 
offered are such noted racers as Cap and Bells, 
winner of Hie Epsom Oaks, and Dominoes. The sale 
will follow the closing of racing at Saratoga, which 
promises to be by far the best turf fixture of the 
present year.

AT WINDSOR TRACK YESTERDAY. 

Youngster Helps Along Good Record of Davies’ 
Stable by Winning Detroit Stakes — E. Martin 
Rides Three of Beaten Favorites. 



Detroit. Mich.. July 21. — The stable of Robert 
Davies, which lias been much in the limelight duriug 
the Windsor meeting, accounted for today's fentnre, 
the Detroit Selling Stakes, which was won in easy 
fashion by The Usher. Tlie Davies’ horses have won 
three of the four slakes run during the meeting. 
First Sight winning tlie Frontier Handicap on the 
opening day, while Southern Maid spreadeaglcd her 
■ qqiosition In the Edeuwold Stakes on Thursday last. 
The Usher found little trouble ill disposing of the 
company he met this afternoon. The conditions of 
the Detroit Selling Stakes called for selling allow- 
ances. and after lie won. The Usher was bid up from 
$1.*)00 to $1,700 and was bought by Sam Ixiuis, who 
afterward sold him back to Mr. Davies. There 
were only six starters and The Usher was coupled 
with Amazement as the Davies entry.

Incidentally The Usher was the onlv favorite to 

win during the afternoon. The defeat of the 
choices enabled the layers to book a profit. It was 
the first day since the meeting began that any 
breaks came in their favor. 

Jockey E. .Martin was particularly unfortunate. 
He had the mount on three of the favorites — Labold, 
Great Britain and Emerald Gem — all of which were 
heavily supported. On Labold and Emerald Gem 
lie met with early mislaips. which put them out of 
contention. Great Britain was a keen factor until 
the final furlong where The Widow Moon passed him 
and heat bint a length. 

The Kentuckians attempted to put over a good 
thing iu the sixth race in La Mode.
